Announces Her Presidential Bid 



"It's time to take the 'men only' 
sign off the White House door." 

With that statement Carol Moseley- 
Braun, the first Black woman elected 
to the U.S. Senate, began her quest for 
the U.S. presidency. 

Shortly before she filed with the 
Federal Election Commission to form 
a presidential exploratory committee, 
the former Illinois senator and 
ambassador stated: "I want to be 
president because I believe I can 
bring a vision and a voice to Ameri- 
cans who want to fiilfill our responsi- 
bilities to leave more, not less, to the 
next generation. 

"In these difficult times for Amer- 
ica, I believe women have a contribu- 
tion to move our country toward 
peace, prosperity and progress," said

the presidential hopeful. 

During a speech at her 
alma mater, the University 
of Chicago Law School, 
after campaigning in Iowa, 
New Hampshire and South 
Carolina, Moseley-Braun 
said she hopes "to be a voice 
for people who have not had 
a chance to participate in 
presidential elections." 

She currently is the 
only Black woman in the 
presidential race and the 
third Black woman to seek the pres- 
idency since activist Lenora Fulani in 
1988 and former New York Con- 
gresswoman Shirley Chisholm, who 
ran for the Democratic nomination in 
1972. 

Describing herself as a "peace 
dove and budget hawk," she criticized 
the Bush administration for its push 
for war against Iraq, arguing that the 
policy had alienated allies and "flit- 
tered away" goodwill overseas. 

Moseley-Braun, 55, is a Chicago 
native who graduated fi*om the Uni- 
versity of Illinois-Chicago and Uni- 
versity of Chicago Law School, and 
served as an assistant U.S. attorney 
(1973-77). Most recently she was an 
ambassador to New Zealand during 
the Clinton administration.

CONnDENTIAL: The strange rise and 
fall of Dr. Arthur Fletcher. He is the 
former GOP Assistant Secretary of 
Labor who thought up America's affir- 
mative action progrgim and became 
prominent in politics. His idea opened 
the way for Blacks to be promoted in 
the construction industry and his con- 
cept was copied throughout the labor 
force. However, when conservatives 
opposed the plan and carried their 
case to the U.S. Supreme Court, 
Fletcher's accomplishments were 
downplayed. He became virtually 
ignored in the industry. Just recently, 
however, Fletcher announced in the 
nation's capital that he will launch a 
22-city speaking tour aimed at moti- 
vating Black youth to stay in school 
and take advantage of the hard- 
fought and now endangered educa- 
tional opportimities...Once a target- 
ed area for Black diplomats, Africa 
has become an area that is not as pop- 
ular among foreign service workers 
because of political imrest and war- 
fare. Diplomats in many areas on the 



continent need security to carry out 
their duties. In some cases, families 
are not allowed to accompany the 
envoy. Said a foreign service aide who 
recently returned to the U.S. from an 
African assignment, "The Back to 
Africa talk is not appropriate now.". . . 
John Raffetto of the Alaska State 
Society of Arlington, VA, says of 
James Hayes, a Black who recently 
was named special advisor to the U.S. 
Senate pro tem: "James is one to 
watch. His father was mayor of Fair- 
banks (AK) for many years and those 
political genes have passed down to 
him." Raflfetto writes that Blacks 
wouldn't expect such progress in the 
Alaskan city... Farewell to National 
Urban League President Hugh B. 
Price, who is stepping down from the 
post. Reps John Conyers, Charles 
Rangel, Major Owens, Edolphus 
Towns, and Elijah Cummings 
headhned the sponsor Ust of a recent 
testimonial for a leader who said that 
for the last seven years he "kept his 
budget" in the black.

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Louis Farrakhan Blasts 
Bush's War Plans Dunns 
Saviours' Day Speech 
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▲ Nation of Islam leader Minister Louis 
Farrakhan delivers address, "America At 
the Crossroads: War Is Not The Answer," at 
the annual Saviours' Day celebration in 
Chicago. 

Nation of Islam leader Minister 
Louis Farrakhan blasted President 
Bush's plan to go to war with Iraq 
during his annual Saviours' Day 
address in Chicago. 

"This is a very, very dangerous 



time," Farrakhan said at the Univer- 
sity of Illinois at Chicago Pavihon. 

"During this period of darkness. 
President Bush is leading America to 
its downfall," he warned. "Once the 
bombs start falling, America will 
start rolling down the hill toward 
destruction. The America you now 
know, youH never know again." 

Farrakhan announced that he 
intends to slow down with his pubHc 
speaking engagements because of his 
health concerns. He explained, how- 
ever, that he "will be in-house work- 
ing to strengthen the Nation." He 
told his followers that this would be 
his last speech before the possible 
U.S. war with Iraq. 

Farrakhan was diagnosed with 
prostate cancer in 1991 and was 
recently hospitalized for a bladder 
infection. 

He said he was going to keep the 
speech short because of his health 
status, but the Minister went on to 
dehver his signature-style speech-a 
powerful, strong, eloquent address, 
which lasted more than two hours. 

In a related matter, Farrakhan 
has written two personal letters to 
Bush, giving his insight on what a 
war on Iraq would mean for America. 
He also traveled to the Middle East 
with Muslim and Christian clergy on 
a peace mission in order to avert a 
war. 

Farrakhan's Saviours' Day mes- 
sage, "America At The Crossroads: 
War Is Not The Answer," was viewed 
via satellite in 100 locations through- 
out the United States and abroad.

Ex-Baseball Star Cecil Fielder Wins $415,000 For 
Unauthoriied Use Of His Name By Decorator 



Former baseball major lea- 
guer Cecil Fielder has found 
out that his name is at least 
worth $415,000. 

An interior decorator who 
used the name of Fielder with- 
out his permission was recent- 
ly ordered to pay the three- 
time All-Star $415,000. 

A jury ordered Robert Wein- 
stein to pay civil damages for men- 
tioning Fielder as a client in news 
articles and using his name in ads for 
his interior design firm. 

Fielder, who batted .255 and hit 
319 home runs with 1,008 RBIs in his 




13-year career, used Wein- 
stein's services for a $1.3 
million redecoration of his 
home in Melbourne, FL. 
The two had a falling-out 
in 1998. 

Fielder's attorney in the 
case, Daniel Rosenbaum, 
said the verdict "sends a 
message to the public that 
you can't steal a celebrity's name." 

Weinstein's attorney, Richard 
Gaunt, said his client stopped using 
Fielder's name as soon as he learned 
that law prohibited it. He said Wein- 
stein plans to appeal.

Oprah Gives $5 Million To Morehouse Collese

noimced. 



Winfrey's donation came as More- 
house laimched its largest-ever fund- 
raising campaign, 'The Campaign for a 
New Century." 

She has given a total of $7 miUion 
to Morehouse since 1989. 

In 1989, she gave the college her 
first gift of $1 million, which funded 
the Oprah Winfrey Endowment Schol- 
arship Fund. In 1997, the year follow- 
ing the start of the Morehouse fund- 
raising campaign, she made another 
$1 million gifl to support scholarships. 

"Oprah Winfrey is, indeed, a great 



friend to Morehouse," said Morehouse 
College President Walter E. Massey. 
"She shares our vision for excellence 
in higher education and is making sig- 
nificant investments in that vision. As 
a result, the young men who have ben- 
efited from her generosity are carry- 
ing on a legacy of leadership of which 
we all can be proud." 

'The Campaign for a New Centu- 
ry," with a goal of $105 million, is the 
most ambitious fund-raising campaign 
in the college's 136-year history. To 
date, more thein $70 milUon has been 
raised. One of the four components of 
the campaign is to fund student schol- 
arships. The campaign will run 
through Jime 2006. 

Since the inception of the Oprah 
Winfrey Endowed Scholarship Fund, 
203 students from 20 states and seven 
countries have benefited from the 
fund, the college announced. 



Michigan Governor Granholm Files 
Brief Supporting Affirmative Action 



Michigan Governor Jennifer 
Granholm recently joined the wave 
of patronage that is backing the Uni- 
versity of Michigan when she filled a 
brief with the U.S. Supreme Court in 
support of the school's affirmative 
action admissions policies. 

"The University of Michigan is 
right to strive for a diverse student 
body," said Granholm. "Such diversi- 
ty clearly helps to fulfill the Univer- 
sity's educational mission by helping 



to ensure its stu- 
dents are exposed 
to a diverse com- 
munity of citizens, 
opinions and think- 
mg. 

As a former 
Michigan attor- 
ney general. Gran- Jennifer Granholm 

holm, a Democrat, filed a friend-of- 
the-court brief in the case on the 
state's behalf in 2001 before a feder- 
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al appeals court. 

In January Bush said that he sup- 
ports diversity in higher education, 
but said Michigan "unfairly rewards 
or penaUzes students based solely on 
their race." The next day, the admin- 
istration filed a brief urging the 
Supreme Court to strike down the 
university's poUcies (Jet, Feb. 3). The 
high court has scheduled oral argu- 
ments for April 1. 



"I am proud to support the Uni- 
versity and believe the Supreme 
Court justices will agree that the 
University's admissions policies do 
not violate the Equal Protection 
Clause of the 14th Amendment," 
Granholm said. Three Whites, in- 
cluding a law school applicant, who 
claimed they were passed over in 
favor of less-qualified minority stu- 
dents, sued the university in 1997.

White and the others announced the results of 
an Arkansas Legislative Black Caucus report on public education in Arkansas 
where they recommended improving educational opportunities for minorities 
by enhancing courses offered in the schools in the eastern Delta of the state. 
The caucus also suggested mandatory preschool for children in low-perform- 
ing districts and greater access to summer and afler-school programs for those 
who need extra help. Arkansas is under a Jan. 1 state Supreme Court deadline 
to devise a plan to provide equal educational opportunities for all of its 450,000 
public schoolchildren. The high court declared the school funding unconstitu- 
tional last November. "We are close," said Johnson, House Education Com- 
mittee Chairman. "I'm very optimistic that we can work something out."

March 7, 1965 — 

M The Selma To 
Montgomery Civil 
Rights March began 
on this day. A group of 
civil rights demonstra- 
tors marched from Sel- 
ma to the state Capitol 
in Montgomery, AL, to 
protest the denial of 
voting rights for Blacks. 
It was intended as a 
memorial march for 
Jimmy Lee Jackson, who was shot and later died during a voting rights 
march weeks earlier. En route to the Capitol, law enforcement officials 
violently assaulted the crowd, beating them with whips, clubs, tear gas 
and nightsticks as they attempted to cross the Edmund Pettus Bridge. 
This violent confrontation, which was seen on television, shocked the 
nation and became known as "Bloody Sunday." Two weeks later, 25,000 
marchers joined Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr., under the protection of a fed- 
eral court, and completed the historic march. 

March 9, 1966 — 

► Andrew Felton Brimmer, economist 
and teacher, became the first Black named a 
governor of the Federal Reserve Board on this 
day. A native of Newellton, LA, Brimmer served 
in the Army during World War II and later 
earned a Ph.D. in economics from Harvard 
University. President Lyndon B. Johnson 
appointed Brimmer, one of the most promi- 
nent Black economists in the nation, to the Federal Reserve Board. After 
eight years, he left and pursued other ventures, which included heading 
his own financial consulting firm, Brimmer and Company, Inc. In 1995 he 
was named to head a financial control board that steered the District of 
Columbia through a financial crisis. He left that post in May 1998. 
Currently Brimmer is President of Brimmer & Company, Inc., a 
Washington, D.C. -based economic and financial consulting firm.

Home Of America's First 
Biacic Civil Rights Leader 
Excavated In Philadelphia 

The National Park Service is exca- 
vating the site of the home of Ameri- 
ca's first Black civil rights leader in 
hopes of securing important relics 
from his historic past. 

A viewing platform has been 
erected to observe the search for 
materials belonging to the late James 
Dexter. The former slave is consid- 
ered founder of the nation's first 
human rights organization and a 
founder of the nation's first Black 
Protestant Episcopal church. 

Over the past 200 years, his con- 
tributions to the city had vanished 
from the public record. Not until the 
Park Service began building a $137.5 
million Constitution Center on the 
city's Independence Mall was the for- 
gotten hero recalled. 

The building will be completed 
this July. And it was discovered that 
adjacent land was once owned by 
Dexter. A former coachman, Dexter 
bought his freedom and that of his 
wife. He went on to found the Free 
Afiican Society in 1787, the nation's 
first Black self-help organization. 

Blacks insisted an archaeological 
survey be done so as not to wipe out 
historical relics of Dexter. 

Arthur Sudler, a leader of St. 
Thomas' Afiican Episcopal Church, 
which Dexter helped found, praised 
the Park Service for relenting and 
finally approving the excavation. "Too 
often stories of Afiican-Americans like 
Dexter are left in the groimd," he said. 



Former Altar Boy Acquitted 

Of Woundins Priest; 
Sentenced To Gun Charges 

Aman acquitted of trying to IdU the 
priest who allegedly abused him as a 
boy was recently sentenced to 18 
months of house arrest on gun charges 
as well as three years' probation. 

On Dec. 16 of last year Dontee 
Stokes, 26, was cleared of attempted 
murder, reckless endangerment and 
assault for shooting and wounding the 
Rev. Maurice Blackwell, 56, outside 
the priest's home (Jet, June 3, 2002). 

Stokes admitted that he shot Black- 
well but claimed temporary insanity, 
saying he blacked out while con- 
fix)nting him about the alleged sexual 
abuse that occurred when he was an 
altar boy a decade earlier. 

Stokes could have gotten seven 
years in jail for illegally carrying and 
firing a handgun. 

'To walk away with 18 months of 
home detention takes a huge burden 
off the shoulders of Dontee Stokes," 
said his attorney Warren Brown. "The 
things that happened to Dontee in his 
youth wiQ follow him the rest of his 
life. There's no greater punishment 
than that." 

Aft«r the trial, jurors gave the pre- 
siding judge, John Prevas, a note ask- 
ing him to be lenient. Outside court, 
some jurors said Stokes was a victim 
who had suffered enou^ and did not 
deserve a prison sentence (Jet, Jan. 
13). 

Blackwell was removed fix)m the 
pulpit in 1998 following other abuse 
allegations.

GRAINS: 

The Foundation 
For A Healthy Diet 



Bread, pasta and rice have been get- 
ting bad raps lately, namely 
because they're carbohydrates and 
carbs are now synonymous with calo- 
ries — and excess pounds. Since diet 
misinformation abounds, many people 
shun foods made from wheat, rice, 
oats, com and other grains from fear 
of weight gain. But ditching them does 
your body a disservice since grains are 
essential to a healthy, balanced diet. 

Grains provide vitamins, minerals 
and complex carbohydrates (starch 
and dietary fiber) that are vital for 
good health, and they're low in fat, 
nutrition experts say. Whole grains 
can help lower cholesterol and protect 
you from chronic diseases, and the 
fiber they contain keeps your diges- 
tive system running smoothly. The 
following tips will help you make 
grains part of your healthy diet: 

• Get straight on servings. 
Calories, whether or not they come 
from bread, pasta and other grains, 
cause weight gain when you consume 
too many of them. (It takes about 
3,500 calories to gain one pound). Fed- 
eral guidelines recommend we eat at 
least six servings of grains daily. But 
a serving is not a plate-sized portion. 
For instance, one serving of grains 
equals a slice of bread, a cup of cereal 
or a X' cup of rice or pasta. If weight 
loss is your aim, tailor your servings 
to meet your needs. 



•Eat the **whole*' grain. Whole 
grains like oatmeal and whole oats, 
brown and wild rice, bulgur, whole- 
wheat bread and rye bread, pearl bar- 
ley, whole-grain com, whole-wheat 
flour, graham flour and popcom are 
nutritional powerhouses. Mainly be- 
cause they contain the entire grain 
kernel (bran, germ and endosperm), 
which is fiill of fiber, vitamin E and B 
vitamins, carbohydrates, protein and 
antioxidants. However, refined grains 
like white rice, wheat flour and en- 
riched bread are stripped of their bran 
and germ, which houses many of the 
vitamins, minerals and fiber. 
Although some refined grains are 
enriched vdth vitamins and nutrients 
afl:er processing, they ofl:en lack the 
fiber of whole grains. 

^ Be label savvy. Putting more 
whole-grain foods in your diet is easy 
when you read the label. The whole 
grain should be the first ingredient 
listed. But watch out for products 
labeled multi-grain, stone-ground, 
100% wheat, cracked wheat, seven- 
grain or bran, which experts say usu- 
ally are not whole-grain foods. 

" Diversify. Include a variety of 
whole and refined grains on yovu* dai- 
ly menu. Eat oatmeal, grits, cornflakes 
or whole-wheat flakes, English 
muffins and bagels for breakfast. 
Make sandwiches with rye or whole- 
wheat bread. Put pearl barley in soups 
and bulgur on salads. Serve brown or 
wild rice, or whole-wheat pasta for din- 
ner. Snack on popcom or baked tortiUa 
chips. Remember, diversity is the cor- 
nerstone of a hegdthy diet and grains 
provide an excellent foundation.

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Can A Couple 
Remain Celibate 
Before Marriage? 



Sex may be a small word, but en- 
gaging in it nowadays can have 
big consequences. Unwanted preg- 
nancies, incurable sexually transmit- 
ted diseases, and AIDS have made 
many people visit celibacy, a state of 
sexual abstinence for religious reasons 
or as a personal choice, until marriage. 

Being celibate, as defined by 
experts, means no sexual intercourse 
-genital or anal-and no stimulation 
of a sex organ orally or with hands 
belonging to another. 

Celibacy is all or none, experts say. 
There is no "in between." But can it 
really be done, especially if you've met 
the person you want to spend the rest 
of your life with? Can a couple remain 
celibate before marriage? 

Retired NBA star A.C. Green, 38, 
not only remained ceUbate before mar- 
rying Veronique Green last year, but 
he was a virgin! The couple were friends 
for two years. 

"Remaining celibate was the best 
decision for me to have a level of self- 
confidence to reach career goals on and 
off" the court," says the reigning NBA 
Iron Man who played in 1,192 consec- 
utive games, spanning 15 seasons. "I 
wanted to start developing good habits 
(i.e., commitment, self-control and 
faithfulness) as a single man that could 
only grow stronger as a married man." 

Green, who has a youth foimdation 
which educates on sexual abstinence

and other issues, says his high- profile 
status never made it difficult for him to 
resist constant tests and temptations. 

"First, and most importantly, I 
chose not to focus on the spotlight," he 
says. "I placed my focus on walking 
with Christ daily. Secondly, I kept 
thinking about reaching my goals. 
Lastly, I did not worry about what peo- 
ple said or thought of my decision, and 
I could not compromise nor negotiate 
what I believed." 

Adrienne Evans, author of Who Are 
You Sleeping With Now? A Guide To 
Catching A Man God's Way, befieves 
that with effort and planning, a cou- 
ple can remain celibate before mar- 
riage.

without a plan," says Evans, a resident 
of Chicago Ridge, IL. "You will need 
specific standards in order for a celi- 
bate relationship to be effective." 

Understanding your limitations as 
well as your mate's limitations is a 
must, points out Evans. 

"I wouldn't consider kissing as 
going too far, but kisses can be very 
passionate. For some a kiss could lead 
to other things. You need to under- 
stand yourself as well as your partner. 
A woman might be able to have some 
level of intimacy with a hug and kiss 
and stop there. Women are more emo- 
tional. But because men are more 
visual and physical, a woman's pres- 
ence alone could stimulate a man. It 
may be difficult for a man to stop with 
a hug or kiss." 

Clifton A. Goins IV, an equity ana- 
lyst, and his wife, Janelle A. Goins, a 
clinical pharmacist, remained celibate 
before wedding last year. When they 
began dating a couple of years ago, 
both were at a point where they were 
rededicating their Uves to Christ. 

Explains Janelle, "We beUeve this 
is what God intended for us to save in 
order to consummate marriage. That's 
when the two become one. Because of 
our reverence for God, we waited 
until getting married." 

Remaining celibate had its chal-

lenges, asserts the couple, but they 
made it happen. 

"All things are possible when you 
make a decision to do something," says 
Clifton. "You have to do things differ- 
ently because you don't want to get 
caught in a bad situation. There's no 
cookie cutter approach to dating." 

Janelle says that having a "strong" 
man will help a woman to remain celi- 
bate before he asks for her hand in 
marriage. "For men sex is a need. It 
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really takes a man to be focused in 
order for the woman to be supported 
and for the couple to remain celibate. 
He must be centered on Christ. It's 
easier for a man to be tempted than 
for a woman. The man can set the tone 
and remove himself from a situation 
when he's strong." 

Celibacy before marriage is possible, 
but not easy, says the Rev. Dr. Sheron 
Patterson, senior pastor of St. Paul 
United Methodist Church in Dallas. 

"You must be willing to pay the price 
and anticipate the pain 
associated with being ceU- 
bate-rejection, ridicule 
and loneliness," says Pat- 
terson, who has a Love 
Chnic and authored the 
book. The Love Clinic: How 
To Heal Relationships In A 
Christian Spirit.

She warns that celibacy doesn't 
guarantee a mate. "You can't go into it 
bargaining with God. Celibacy is 
hard work, but you must hold out and 
be faithful because God is faithful." 

Relationship expert-author Dr. 
Grace Cornish and husband, research 
chemist-geologist Richard Living- 
stone, recently married, but were ceU- 
bate while dating. 

Cornish, whose new book is You 
Deserve Healthy Love, Sis!, says that if 
a couple decides to be celibate before 
marriage, they must be honest with 
their reason why. 

"I know a lot of people who say they 
are celibate for religious reasons, but 
they are pretending," she says.

Allen, 27, a six-year veteran and 
three-time All-Star, spent his entire 
career with Milwaukee. Bucks gen- 
eral manager Ernie Grunfeld's ask- 
ing price was high, getting the Sonics 
to include one of their most promis- 
ing youngsters in Mason. The 25- 
year-old former slam dunk champi- 
on was Seattle's best reserve, aver- 
aging 14.1 points and 7.0 reboimds.

Four days 
after his fortieth birthday, 
Michael Jordan scored 43 points 
in 43 minutes, becoming the 
first 40-year-old in NBA history 
to score 40 or more. He also 
found a sudden burst of speed to 
make the game-winning layup 
as the Washington Wizards beat 
the New Jersey Nets 89-86. "I 
told the guys, I've got 28 games 
left; Fm going down with no bul- 
lets," the All-Star said.

Jordan also had 10 reboimds, four steals 
and made the hustle move of the night, sprawling on the floor to save the ball after 
making a steal in the first quarter. "I don't feel like 40," Jordan said. "I feel good. 
I feel like I can compete, and on certain nights I can compete with the best. My 
effort's always going to be young, no matter how you look at it. My desire to win is 
always going to be young. My love for the game is always going to be young."

to the show." 

The half-hour sitcom, which pre- 
miered in September of 2001, focuses 
on the Uves of Baltimore sportscast- 
er and former pro basketball star 
Mark "Flex" Washington (Flex 
Anderson) and his feisty teenage 
daughter Breanna (Kyla Pratt). Dur- 
ing the first season Flex, once a 
swinging bachelor who only spent 
"quality" summers with Breanna, 



took on the responsibilities of being a 
full-time parent when his ex-wife 
Nicole (Tichina Arnold) accepts a job 
out of the country. 

This season viewers continue to 
tune in and watch the growing bond 
between the father-daughter duo as 
they take on the challenges that go 
hand in hand with growing up, 
including dating, heartache and 
peer pressure. 
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The cast members rounding out 
the show are Kelly Ferine as Flex's 
best friend Duane; Breanna's on 
again-off again love interest Arnaz, 
played by Robert Ri'chard; and her 
partner in crime Spirit, portrayed by 
Sicily. 

Flex came up with the idea for the 
hit TV series (which took approxi- 
mately four-and-a-half years to get 
off the ground) as he reminisced 
about an old friend who became a sin- 
gle dad during their teen years. He 
was also inspired, he adds, by a Coca- 
Cola commercial. 

Many fans may remember Flex 
from the series "Homeboys in Outer 
Space" and the movie The Sixth Man. 
Once a dancer and a choreographer 
for the famed rap trio Salt 'n' Pepa, 
he had a recurring role as Darnell on 
UPN's "Girlfriends." 



"What sparked [the idea] was 
when I saw an LL Cool J commercial 
that he did for Coca-Cola. He was try- 
ing to do his daughter's hair on the 
porch steps and the ponytails were 
all crooked," explains Flex. "So I 
thought about [the commercial] and 
my boy and I was like, 'That's a 
show!'" 

Even though shows in the past 
like "The Courtship of Eddie's 
Father" have touch on single parent- 
ing, few have explored the topic from 
the perspective of a Black father. 

"I wanted to have a show about 
an African-American male in a posi- 
tive environment who's taking care 
of his responsibilities and not being 
the so-called statistic of the deadbeat 
dad. That's the rep that a lot of Black 
men get sometimes. I wanted to show 
them in a positive light." 



Pratt, the show's 16-year-old co- 
star whose movie credits include Dr. 
Dolittle, Dr. Dolittle 2 and Love & 
Basketball, believes that the main 
reason "One On One" is No. 1 in 
Black households is that it sends pos- 
itive messages to kids as well as 
adults. 

"When African-American people 
see a positive image that's reflective 
of them, they want to watch. I think 
that also contributes to why we were 
nominated for an Image Award. 

"Teenagers who are dealing with 
peer pressure or other things like 
that can see that they're not the only 
people going through it. They see 
that they are not by themselves. 

"It is TV and it's not real, but it 
does affect people." 

This season one of those positive 
messages had to do with the impor- 



tance of HIV testing. UPN dedicated 
a series of network shows to the 
KNOW HIV/AIDS awareness cam- 
paign sponsored by the megamedia 
company Viacom and the health in- 
formation/research company the 
Henry J. Kaiser Family Foundation. 
During the "One On One" episode, 
Flex's new girlfriend Natalie, played 
by Melissa DeSousa, puts off intima- 
cy with him imtil he gets an HIV test. 

"The test episode was a good one," 
says Flex. "We wanted to focus on the 
problem. I lost my brother to that, 
and it hit close to me. Kaiser and Via- 
com wanted to do something big and 
wanted to educate people on AIDS. It 
all just worked out well." 

Eunetta Boone, the show's creator 
and executive producer, says that the 
appeal that "One On One" has on the 
community stems from the chemistry 
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''The fact that Flex 
wants to step up to the 
plate and be a good dad 
and wants custody of his 
daughter are elements of 
the show that I think 
make it appealing," says 
Eunetta Boone, the 
show's creator and one of 
its executive producers. . 



between its two stars. 

"Flex Alexander is charming, and Kyla Pratt is just 
adorable," Boone says. 

"Unfortunately we're in a time where divorce is 
not an abnormal thing. There's a lot of single par- 
enting going on, mostly by women more so than 
men, but it's just the notion of alternative families. 
There's a lot of that going on right now and the 
audience relates to it. I knew eventually that peo- 
ple were going to love the show." 

So what can fans expect to see from ftiture episodes 
of "One On One"? 

Without giving away any details Flex explains, 
"We'll touch on all those things that 16-year-olds 
think about. We're trying to add some twists and 
turns and some spice. You can expect more of that and 
more positive shows. It just keeps getting better and 
better and better. 

"I'm thrilled that it's turned out to be ever3i:hing 
that I really thought it could be."
